Wagner as members of the 
City Council. There was 
much thoughtful considera¬ 
tion given before the Recall 
was begun. The people in¬ 
volved all agreed that a re¬ 
call is a terrible thing for 
any city to endure. But all 
of us also agreed that such 
a move would be less ter¬ 
rible for our city than the 
enduring of two and a quar¬ 
ter years more of this kind 
of leadership. 

Each of us had reasons for 
selecting Sierra Madre as 
the town we would call 
“home.”

the Council floor for a vote. 

After the vote of abate¬ 
ment was ordered by King- 
Maddox and Wagner, Mayor 
King then, trying to relieve 
the situation asked that the 
abatement be placed at 10- 
YEARS, Councilwoman Mad¬ 
dox asked, and presented a 
draft of an ordinance that, 
if passed, would make the 
pool legal before the abate¬ 
ment time. Counci Iraan 
Wagner asked that six 
months time be granted for 
abatement in which time 
the Ordinance of Maddox 
could become legal. 

The Ordinance was sent to 
the Hanning Commission 
for recommendation. In the 
form that it was presented, 
the Commission stated that 
it was NO GOOD and re¬ 
turned it to the Council. 
Absolutely nothing else was 
done in the interim. 

In a letter to the Council 
from City Attorney Martin, 
the forepart of January of 
this year, he defiintely 
pointed out that the City 
could lose this suit should 
it 90 to court. 

In contact with Irene and 
Donald Konkler and their 
attorney Susman, none of 
them were prepared to state 
just what their losses would 
be, but it is safe to assume 
that the time in court, the 
attorney, the various meet¬ 
ings in City Hall and court 
costs will easily run in the 
vicinity of $7,000 for the 
Konklers. The city in de¬ 
fending their position as 
Plaintifs will no doubt 
spend an additional $2,500 
in court. Take this amount, 
plus punitive and incidental 
damages to the Konkler 
family, such as replacement 
of swimming pool equip¬ 
ment by malicious acts, tele¬ 
phone calls, time from work, 
insults and loss of character 
that the court will have to 
consider; the court could 
award them an additional 
$60,000. 

If Councilman Wagner 
bad not pulled his “Switehe- 
roo” tactics in June, causing 
the vote to be 3-2 for abate¬ 
ment, this cost would be nil 
and forgotten. Further 
should either Wagner or 
Maddox now institute a can¬ 
cellation of the decision, it 
could save the taxpayers 
thousands of dollars . . . . 
We are sure they will not; 
but a new council could do 
something about the situa¬ 
tion, this we firmly believe.

The method which was so 
successful for the Roma.n 
Empire was “divide and con¬ 
quer.” Today that success¬ 
ful strategy has changed to 
a “divide and lose” formula. 

A decade ago, we fought a 
war, supposedly to guaran¬ 
tee the sovereignty of South 
Korea. We were very careful 
not to win — we could not 
risk another world war. 

In Berlin, when the treat¬ 
ies were broken, we again 
avoided contorting the ene¬ 
my for fear of creating a sit¬ 
uation which would bring 
about World War III. 

In Vietnam today — an¬ 
other country which we 
helped partition — we are 
fighting a non-win war with 
our hands tied behind our 
backs. At the same time, we 
are aiding the enemy in an 
effort to bring about nego-

tiations so that a third world 
war does not result. 

Indeed, we have done a 
great deal to prevent a 
third world war — we didn’t 
supply the Cuban Freedom 
Fighters; we didn’t supply 
the Hungarian Freedom 
Fighters; in fact, we have 
acquiesced in every confron¬ 
tation with Communism be¬ 
cause we are such “peace- 
loving” people. 

Instead of dealing direct¬ 
ly with the criminal, we 
deal with the "cop on the 
make,” the United Nations. 
In every case in which the 
Communists have been 
caught red handed, the 
“ticket gets fixed.” 

What about the Pueblo? 
Of course, there are those 
“radicals” who have said all 
along that nothing was ever 
settled in Korea in the first 
place. That becomes a diffi¬ 
cult point to argue, for, if 
we had soundly defeated the 
enemy then, we wouldn’t be 
talking about the risks to 
world peace today. 

Remember the General 
who said, “In war there is 
no substitute for victory?” 
He was one of those Ameri¬ 
cans who was more con¬ 
cerned for freedom than 
peace. If we had listened 
then, we would have both 
peace and freedom today — 
even in Korea.
